ANTISUITY OF 
DECORATIVE ART 

strange Sources From Which 
Pigments Used by Modern 
Painters Are Derived. 




PRESERVATION OF SURFACES. 

Crude but Effective Processes Employ- 
ed by the Egyptians and Greelcs of 
Pliny's Day — Noah Prudently 



Whether paint was iOTeoted in an- 
swer to a need for m presermtiTe or to 

meet a desire for beauty Is a question 
fully as knotty as tbe ancient one ai>oot 
the relattre ttae of arrlral •( Oie 
chlclien or the egg. It was Invented, 
though, and it serves both purposes 
equally; so wliether It is an oOqnrlag 
of mother necessity or an adopted son 
of beauty remains forever a disputed 
q u s itl ea. 

The first men, cowering under the 
fierce and giarinx suns of the biblical 
coQB tries, co astr oc te a rada Inrts of 
wood to shelter them. The perishable 
nature of these structures caused rapid 
decay, and It is probaMa tliat dia oc- 
cupants, seelilng some artlficlnl means 
of preservation, hit upon the pigments 
of tha aardi In thair ■aarch. It is per- 
bi^ natural to suppoaa tbat It was 
tlie Instinct of preservation that le<l 
man to tlia ■aarch. although the glories 
of tbe sonsats and the beauties of tbe 
rainbow may have created a daalia to 
imitate those woBdan In tbdir own 
dwellings. 

The earliest record of the applica- 
tion of a preaorrative to a wooden 
sU r uctur a dates ftom tbe arte, wWeh 
was, according to the Bible, "pitched 
within and without." The pitch was a 
triumph of preservation wbatavar it 
lacked as a thing of beauty. 

Dacoratton applied ta bvUdings first 
CMoaa to 11|^ wtUi. andaat Babylon, 
whose walls were covered vrltb repre- 
sentations of hunting scenes and of 
combat These were done In red and 
the method followed was to paint the 
seaoe on the bricks at tbe time of 
maatifacture, assuring permanence by 
balling. Strictly speaking, tliis was 
not painting so much as it was the 
earliest manifestation a( av OWB Xa- 
mlllar kalsominins. 

Tba drat HAreifr to laaiitloB paint- 
ing is Moses. In tbe tbirty-tbird chap- 
ter of the book of Numbers he in- 
structs the Israelites, "When ye have 
passed over the Jordan into the land 
of Canaan, then shall ye drive out all 
tbe inhabitants of tba land from be- 
fore yon and destroy all their pic- 
tures. ..." 

At later periods tbe Jews adopted 
many customs of the peoides who suc- 
cessively obtained power oyer them 
and In tiia apocryphal baak of tha 
Maccabees is found this allusion to 
the art of decorating, "For as tbe mas- 
ter builder of a new house must care 
for the whole building, but he that 
undartakatk to aat It o«t and paint It, 
must abA tmt tUagi far tta adomlBk 
thereof." 

Although Homer gives credit to a 
Greek for the discovery of paint, the 
allusions to it in tba books of Moses, 
the painted mommy eas ea of tbe Egyp- 
tians and tbe decorated walls of Baby- 
lon and Tliel)es fix its origin at a 
period long antecedent to the Grecian 
era. The walls of Thebes were paint- 
ed 1,900 years before tba coming of 
Christ and 906 years baCota ""OaMr 
smote bis bloomin' lyre." 

Tbe Greeks recognized the value of 
paint as a preservative and made use 
Komethioff akin to it on their ships. 
tit^ writes of tlii mide df baObif 
wax and painting ships with it, after 
which, be continues, "neldier tba sea, 
nor the wind, n(>r the sun can destroy 
the wood tlius protected." 

The Romans, being essentially a 
warlike people^ never brought tbe dec- 
oration of buildings to the hi|h plane 
it had reached with the Greeks. For 
all that the ruins of Pompeii show 
many structures whose mural decora- 
tions are in fair shape today. The 
colors used ware glaring. A black 
background was tbe usual one and tbe 
combinations worked thereon red, yel- 
low and blue. 

In the early Christian era the use of 
mosaic? for churches somewiiat sup- 
planted mural painting.
